MARKED UP VERSION OF CLAIM AMENDMENTS 



1. (AMENDED) A pictorial display, comprising: 
a polyhedron having a top and a bottom; 
a backing; and 

first and second recesses formed on said polyhedron and first and second 
flanges formed on said backing for attaching said backing to said polyhedron; 

wherein said backing and said polyhedron are adapted to contain a pictorial 
representation therebetween; 

[wherein said first and second recesses and said first and second flanges co- 
operate to prevent said polyhedron from becoming detached from said backing 
regardless of the orientation of said pictorial display;] 

wherein said first and second flanges each including a free edge which is 
bent inwardly more than 90 degrees towards its associated planar portion.

REMARKS 



Favorable consideration of this application, as presently amended, is 
respectfully requested. 

By this Amendment, Applicant has amended claim 1 to remove the limitation 
that the recesses formed in the polyhedron and the flanges formed on the backing 
prevent the polyhedron from becoming detached from the backing "regardless of the 
orientation of the display". Applicant believes that this limitation is not necessary to 
define over the prior art of record. Moreover, with this limitation removed, claim 1 
more clearly reads on all four embodiments disclosed in this application. 
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
